It is the radiating surface which deter- 
mines the amount of heat a furnace 1s going 
to get out of the fuel used. The size of the 
fire pot determines the amount of fuel a 
furnace will burn, 


Lennox Torrid Zone 


steel furnaces have-very large radiating 
surface nearly doubled in area by the extra 
indirect radiator through. which the hot 
smoke is made to pass for eight feet of smoke 
travel. A hanging partition in this radia- 
tor causes the smoke to descend within 
eight inches of the bottom of the radiator 
before passing up the other side. g This is 
longer smoke travel than any other furnace 
has and is possible only by reason of the 
convenient direct and indirect draft change. 
In Torrid Zone furnaces the indirect draft 
does not have tobe strong enough at all 
times to permit of opening the fuel door for 
the direct draft can be had at one pull of a 
damper rod. Thus when fuel door is closed 
and damper is turned for indirect : draft 
more of the hot gases can be held back 
from escaping up the chimney and used as

It’s almost time to pack your grip for Cleveland, 
Mr. Sheet Metal Worker. August 14, 15 and_ 16 
promise to be red-letter days in the history of the 
National Association. 








ONE result of the strike of ore miners and doek 
laborers in the Lake Superior region has been to 
check a decline in pig iron prices, which was threat- 
ened two weeks ago. 








THE papers to be presented at the forthcoming con- 
vention of the National Association of Master Sheet 
Metal Workers at Cleveland are all on topics of im- 
mense interest to the trade and the subjects are in 
the hands of men who can do them justice. 








At the Milwaukee meeting of the American Society 
of Heatimg and Ventilating Engineers it was an- 
nounced that compulsory ventilation laws will be 
pushed at the earliest opportunity in the legislatures 
of Illinois, Wisconsin and Minnesota. The time is 
surely coming when it will be regarded as a municipal 
duty to secure pure air for all citizens as well as 
pure water. 








IN ACCORDANCE with a law recently enacted by the 
legislature of Wisconsin, the Milwaukee School of 
Trades has been transferred from private manage- 
ment to the control of the city of Milwaukee. - It 
will be. managed in future by a committee of five 
manufacturers, ‘progressive citizens of Milwaukee; 
and its progress as a municipal institution will be 
watched with much interest by the people of the 
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Under the new law any city in the 


middle West. 
state of Wisconsin may establish a trade schoo! and 


exact a one-half mill tax for its maintenance. This is 


probably a step in the right direction. 





IN THIs issue THE AMERICAN ARTISAN observes a 
time-honored custom by presenting its annual review 
of the steel range trade, based upon per- 
sonal observation and numerous 
munications received from manufactur- 
ers and retailers, each of whom writes 
from the standpoint of actual experience in the trade. 

It is a pleasure to be able to say that manufacturers 
and retailers alike, with very few exceptions, take an 
optimistic view of the present situation and look for- 
ward to good business in steel ranges for the coming 
year. This view, we think, is fully justified by the 
circumstances in which the trade finds itself. 

We believe that the demand for steel ranges, as for 
most other useful lines of iron and manufac- 
ture, is an increasing demand. Our population is be- 
ing added to so rapidly from the outside, as well as by 
the natural increase, that the domestic market is bound 
to enlarge from year to year—and steel ranges, like 
other good goods, will be needed more and more to 
supply the needs of the growing population. Then, 
too, it may be expected that the standard of the goods 
used by our people will grow higher and higher. Edu- 
cation is of various kinds, and the American people 
as a whole are learning to demand not only more but 
better goods from year to year. 

Hence it behooves the manufacturer to keep on im- 
proving the quality of his steel ranges and other goods 
and the avowed objection of most American manu- 
facturers today fortunately appears to be to satisfy 
the demands of the retailers and the public by careful 
cultivation of quality in their products. 

We congratulate the steel range trade upon the sat- 
isfaction generally expressed with the present situation 
and with the outlook, and trust that the business year 
1907-1908 may fulfill all expectations of both the man- 
ufacturer and the retailer.

Anti-Pistol which continue to reach THE AMERI- 
Law. CAN ARTISAN from hardware dealers in 


that state confirm the impression made by the early 
perusal of the law that its effect will be to transfer 
the pistol business of Texas to foreign catalogue 
houses. 

Under the new law every retailer of firearms is 
compelled to report to the state government every 
three months the amount of his sale of pistols for 
the preceding quarter and must then pay over to the 
State fifty per cent of his entire receipts from such 
sales. 

There is only one of two things left for the hard- 
ware dealer to do: Drop the pistol business or 
double his prices on pistols, which practically amount 
to the same thing. No Texan in his right mind will 
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pay a double price for his “gun” while the mails are 
open and the express companies run, The cheap 
arms freely advertised to the public by the catalogue 
houses will appeal to the Texas citizen when he either 
cannot purchase his favorite make of gun at the hard- 
ware store or is asked a double price for it. 

As a Texas correspondent of THE AMERICAN 
ARTISAN well and truly said in a recent letter: “The 
new pistol law of this state puts us of the hardware 
trade out of business in that line and puts the mail- 
order houses in a position to sell pistols for cash and 
ship them right in under our noses, taking our profits 
on*same. It will help their business, not only on 
pistols, but on everything else, as if people order a 
pistol they will at the same time order something else 
in order to reduce the freight.” 

Some of these state legislators are sure-enough can- 
didates for the funny house. 








In THE distribution of American manufactures a 
very important part is played by the traveling sales- 
man. Opinions may differ as to whether

Missionary he is indispensable or not, but it is safe 
of to say that it will be long before he is 
Trade. eliminated as a factor in American 


commercial life. 

With cheap postage and a tireless printing press, 
more or less determined efforts have been made from 
time to time to do without the services of the com- 
mercial traveler, but few manufacturers have solved 
the problem of dispensing with his services, hence he 
continues to be regarded as the necessary missionary 
of trade. This being the case, the man who gets the 
orders and keeps the wheels of the factory moving 
ought to be given the consideration and respect he 
deserves. 

There are those who fail to accord such considera- 
tion to the traveling salesman, including some cold- 
blooded individuals and journals that superciliously re- 
fer to him, if they give him any notice at all, as “a nec- 
essary evil.” Such a view of the missionary of trade 
is, we believe, an unjustifiable one. 

If the man who sells goods “on the road” for a 
manufacturer or a wholesale house is no more than 
“a necessary evil,” the retail salesman and saleswoman 
might be placed in the same class, but we have not 
yet heard of anyone senseless enough to call the re- 
tail salesman “a necessary evil.” 

Taken as a class, the commercial travelers of Amer- 
ica are a credit to their country and .o the communi- 
ties in which they claim residence. More than once 
they have proved their patriotism and they are citi- 
zens of credit and renown. In the communities in 
which their families live and to which they return with 
eager speed whenever the exigencies of business will 
permit, they exhibit a high type of citizenship and are 
noted for their progressiveness and their public spirit, 
while in the communities which they visit in their 
eternal quest for orders they are ever welcome and 
their presence sheds unbounded joy. 

On the railroads of the United States the commer- 
cial traveler is a perpetual delight, brightening the 
darkest day and lightening the gloom of night.

welcome. See the fraternal ease with which he greets | 


the station agent and the baggage master and the vil- 
lage marshal and the bus driver, and note the warmth 
of their ‘recurring welcome. 

As he enters the hotel and registers for a brief 
stay between trains, see how cheerily, almost affec- 
tionately, he is greeted by the proprietor or the night 
clerk. Do not worry lest he should be given an un- 
comfortable room, for his welcome is.a genuine one 
and he will get the best there is in the house. 


Watch him as with sample case in hand he starts to 
see his trade in the town, or prepares his display in 
the sampie-room, which he transforms temporarily 
into a wholesale store. Note the confidence, the con- 
scious rectitude in every move, and see how he im- 
presses himself upon those with whom he comes in 
contact, for confidence begets confidence and the 
cheeiy man has all the world for friends. 

In the store of the country merchant note the di- 
plomacy of the missionary of trade. Observe the care 
and good judgment with which he comports himself 
—treating no two men alike, but all as brothers ; look- 
ing at things from their point of view apparently, but 
in the end impressing his own views upon his cus- 
tomers as surely as the casting is formed by the mold. 

Note his patience under rebuff; his perseverance in 
the pursuit of trade; his disregard of personal dis- 
comfort and the petty hardships of traveling; his un- 
failing optimism under all circumstances—and who 
shall say that he is not, in his thousands, a power in 
the land and a mighty influence for good. 


Remember that on the efforts of this one cheerful, 
energetic, businesslike individual the welfare of fifty 
or a hundred American workmen depend; that it is 
he and his like who keep the mills and the factories 
at work; that in the distant city “the house” depends 
upon his efforts from day to day to dispose of its out- 
put and keep its employees at work—and then call him 
“a necessary evil” if you will, but in the name of 
truth and justice lay due emphasis on the word “neces- 
sary”. 

For the commercial traveler is as necessary to the 
business life of America as raw material is to a fac- 
tory, or power to an engine. He is the motive power 
of the manufacturing world—the factor that keeps 
the wheels revolving and the machines at work. He 
is the mainstay—nay, the very life—of many and many 
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a concern that absolutely depends upon the result of 
his efforts. His labors know no hours, for he recks 
little of the clock and “sees his trade” both early in 
the morning and late at night. 

Like every honest laborer who does his share in the 
work of the world loyally and conscientiously, the 
traveling salesman is worthy of his hire and common 
justice demands that he should be given a full meed 
of respect. He is a man among men, doing a man’s 
full work in the world, and he is justly entitled to 
honor.

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The Steel Range Situation 





In accordance with its established custom for many 
years past, THe AMERICAN ARTISAN presents in this 
issue its annual review of the steel range trade. 

In the preparation of this review correspondence 
has been had with a great many of the leading manu- 
facturers of steel ranges, whose opinions have been 
sought as to the present conditions and the prospects 
of the trade. 

The views of retailers handling steel ranges have 
also been obtained, and while many retailers are averse 
to placing themselves on record in matters that affect 
the interests of their trade, enough of them have re- 
sponded to show the general attitude of the retail trade 
towards the steel range proposition. 

It is very satisfactory to be able to summarize the 
general conditions that prevail at the present time and 
the prospects for the coming year by the statement, 
which is justified by our extensive correspondence, that 
the steel range trade generally is in good shape and the 
outlook bright. 

Manufacturers are busy and while they have been 
handicapped by the difficulty of obtaining raw mate- 
rial, by the lack of transportation facilities, and to 
some extent by abnormal weather conditicns, the great 
majority are satisfied with the present situation and 
with the prospects for the coming year. 

There is a general feeling that retailers are not, 
perhaps, obtaining such satisfactory returns from their 
steel range business as they might, but it would also 
appear that they are, as a rule, getting as much profit 
on steel ranges as on cast iron goods, and perhaps a 
little more. 

Hardware jobbers do not appear to be taking any 
greater interest in the handling of steel ranges than 
they have exhibited heretofore, though some manu- 
facturers report that they notice some improvement in 
jobbers’ trade. 

Some of the letters printed in the following pages 
contain suggestions for the assistance of the retailer 
by the manufacturer in the matter of mail order com- 
petition and also in respect to the steel range peddler. 
The latter, however, is not nearly so much of a factor 
in the situation as of yore. Co-operation between the 
manufacturer and: the retailer is urged by several cor- 
respondents as the only means whereby anything ef- 
fective can be accomplished in the direction of assist- 
ing the local merchant in his fight against foreign com- 
petitors. 

Several suggestions are made by our correspondents 
for the possible betterment of trade conditions in the 
steel range trade. Most of these chorus the idea that 
improvement in the quality of steel ranges is the one 
thing desirable. 

The exact language used by the manufacturers and 
Tetailers in their correspondence with THE AMERICAN 
ARTISAN as to the various features of the steel range 





trade will be found below and the entire review will 
repay careful perusal.

EXTRACTS FROM CORRESPONDENCE. 








Prospects of the Steel Range Trade. 

The following extracts from our correspondence 
with manufacturers indicate the sentiments of the 
writers in regard to the prospects of the-steel range 
trade for the coming year: 

“We regard the prospects as about the same as 
those of last year.” 

“The prospects, we think, are very good.” 

“As far as New England is concerned, the out- 
look is very poor.” 

“It doesn’t seem to us that there will be much steel 
range trade in the South this fall. Buyers have be- 
come unusually conservative and in most instances 
will only order such goods as they have-an existing 
demand for.” 

“We think the steel range trade for the coming year 
depends entirely on the general conditions of the 
future, and it is hard to tell what they will be.” 

“We regard the outlook of the steel range trade 
very hopefully.” 

“Would say that the prospects for the steel range 
trade for the coming year seem to be most excellent, 
especially for the better grades.”’ 

“We have every reason to believe that our sale of 
steel ranges for the coming year will be as good as it 
was during the past year.” 

“We regard the prospects for the coming year as 
fine.” 

“It does not occur to us that the prospects of the 
steel range trade for the coming year are any less 
bright than they have been. On the contrary, it seems 
to us that there has been a very decided increase in 
the popularity of steel ranges and we expect a greater 
demand for them in 1908.” 

“We think the prospects are fair.” 

“The outlook seems good to us and we see no 
clouds on the horizon.” 

“The prospects this year are good, the same as last 
year.” 

“We think the prospect fair.” 

“The prospects for the coming year are good.” 

“We can see no cause for worry as to the coming 
year.” 

“The prospects of the steel range trade for the 
coming year look good to us.” 

“We regard the prospects as good.” 

“As far as we are concerned, we look for good 
business in 1908.” 

“In our opinion the prospects for the steel range 
trade for the coming year are very bright. Our 
orders at this particular season are larger than those 
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which we held at the same time last year, and more 
are being received each day.” 

“In our opinion the steel range business will be 
better than ever before. It has been increasing every 
year and we do not see why it should not continue to 
do so,” 

“We regard prospects as food for our steel range 
trade in the coming year, and we find our trade in 
that line increased over 100 per cent last year.” 

“We regard the prospects for the coming year as 
very good.” 

“In the West we find plenty of confidence among 
stove dealers and a good demand for stoves. We 
think the prospect bright.” 

“A recession of business is bound to come and the 
wise man will prepare for it—but the immediate fu- 
ture looks rosy to us and our customers have ordered 
freely for fall delivery.” 

“We look for a good trade throughout the coming 
year.” 

“Prospects were never so good as now in the steel 
range trade.” 

“With a million people a year coming into the 
country the outlook for the steel range trade in the 
United States is decidedly bright.” 

“The steel range trade is increasing and will be 
larger this year than ever.” 


Retailers’ Profit on Steel Ranges. 


To the question, “Are retailers obtaining sufficient 
profit on steel ranges?” the manufacturers generally 
seem loath to reply definitely, while some state that 
they are without information on the subject. So far 
as an expression of opinion was secured, there seems 
to be an idea that retailers should be rewarded with 
larger profits. Extracts from the correspondence 
with manufacturers on this point are as follows: 

“We think retailers are obtaining as much profit on 
steel ranges as on cast irons, or a little more.” 

“Very few steel ranges are sold in this (Boston) 
market, so we cannot tell what profits retailers 
make.” 

“Generally speaking, we do not feel that they are. 
In such cases we think that there is no one to blame 
but the dealers themselves, for the reason that they 
do not put forth proper efforts when trying to sell 
stoves and ranges.” 

‘We see no reason why retailers should not obtain 
satisfactory profit on steel ranges if their goods are 
right.” 

“Results obtained are entirely contingent upon the 
ability of the retail merchant, which may be more or 
less affected by local conditions.” 

“We do not know absolutely whether retailers get 
sufficient profit on steel ranges or not. Some, like 
installment houses, do; ordinary retailers do not.” 

“Yes, retailers who handle our line make sufficient 
profit.” 

“Retailers have felt the sharpness of competition 
and should receive a larger profit than most of them 
do on steel ranges at present.” 

“Most retailers seem to be seeking a cheaply made, 
low priced steel range and we suppose are satisfied 
with a small profit on the same,” 
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‘Retailers are by no means obtaining sufficient 
profit on steel ranges.” 

“We do not think that the hardware merchants 
obtain large enough profits on stoves. The install- 
ment or house-furnishing stores who handle stoves 
do obtain a reasonably good profit.” 

“Yes, generally speaking.” 

“We hope so. The matter of making sufficient 
profit is strictly up to the retailer.” 

“We do not know what profit the retailers make.” 

“Some retailers are making a satisfactory profit 
while others are not.” 

“Dealers seem to make a reasonable profit.” 

“We greatly deplore the custom of retailers in the 
sale of steel ranges from catalogue without reserv- 
ing a profit for themselves, throwing away a great, 
opportunity and establishing the custom of ordering 
ranges* for an accommodation to their customers, 
claiming thereby to hold their trade on other lines.” 

“We hear few complaints from dealers and sup- 
pose most of them are not doing business for 
nothing.” 

“Retailers are obtaining satisfactory profits as far 
as we know.” 

“We do not know what profits our customers ob- 
tain.” 

“We are not in a position to furnish any informa- 
tion on the profit being realized by the retailer; as 
nothing of this character has been brought to our 
notice.” 

“Our idea is that the dealer is getting a sufficient 
profit out of steel ranges; at least that is our knowl- 
edge, out of the experience we have had to that 
effect, and if this is not the case in some localities 
there is no one to blame but the dealer himself.” 

“We believe the retailers are making a good profit 
on steel ranges; in fact, we believe they are making 
more than the manufacturers.” 

“Don't know whether retailers are obtaining suff- 
cient profit on steel ranges or not. Most of them are. 
we presume.” 


Steel Ranges and Jobbers. 


With regard to the question whether hardware job- 
bers are handling steel ranges to any increased extent, 
a number of manufacturers are of opinion that job- 
bers are increasing their interests in this line, while 
several express the idea that most jobbers are more 
concerned in seeking a cheap grade of goods and 
hence are of little benefit to the manufacturers of the 
higher priced grades. 

The following are extracts on this subject from let- 
ters received from manufacturers: 

“We think that there has been some increase in the 
extent to which jobbers handle steel ranges but not to 
any great extent.” 

“Jobbers are handling more steel ranges than for- 
merly.” 

“We think there has been an increase?’ 

“Our experience is that the hardware jobbers are 
handling steel ranges to a quite increased extent.” 

“We do not solicit jobbing trade, therefore we ar 
not in a position to answer this question in an intelli 
gent manner.” 
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“From our experience, jobbers are handling about 
the same quantity as before.” 

“We think perhaps jobbers are not handling any 
‘more than formerly.” 

“We do not think hardware jobbers are handling 
stoves to any greater extent than heretofore. We 
notice that such stoves as they do handle are of a 
cheap or inferior grade, and they are interesting only 
to dealers whose capital is limited, and who for one 
reason or another are almost compelled to give their 
account to the hardware jobber.” 

“Hardware jobbers handle a great many cheap steel 
ranges and seem to pay more attention to price than 
to quality.” 

“We do not sell our stoves to jobbers, therefore do 
not know whether the trade is increasing or not.” 

“We do not believe they are handling any more 
than formerly.” 

“Perhaps not more than last year.” 

“We do not notice any additional enthusiasm on the 
part of jobbers.” 

“We do not sell the jobber and cannot tell.” 

“We think they are.” 

“No.” 

“We do not know whether hardware jobbers are 
increasing their interest in steel ranges or not.” 

“No.” 

“In our opinion jobbers are working into the 
handling of steel ranges to a greater extent each 
year, as we find our orders this year specify for 
larger quantities than was the case last year.” 

“Our experience with the hardware jobbers is that 
they will take more steel ranges this year than last.” 

‘Do not think that hardware jobbers are making 
much progress in handling steel ranges. It is only the 
smallest dealers that buy any of them.” 


Catalogue-House Competition. 

In answer to the inquiry whether the manufacturer 
can assist the retailer in the matter of catalogue-house 
competition, and if so how, manufacturers have ex- 
pressed various ideas of an interesting character, the 
gist of which is given below: 

“We do not think the manufacturer can be of any 
assistance at all to the retailer in the matter of cata- 
logue-house competition. That is a matter for indi- 
vidual action, and a great deal of good can be done 
the dealers by discussions of this subject at their 
annual meetings. It is not a question.of how to kill 
the catalogue house, because that cannot be done; it 
is simply a question of how best to meet the compe- 
tition. In this connection we do not think it out of 
the way to say that the retail dealer does not seem 
to consider the fact that the catalogue house will pur- 
chase the lowest grade of goods, but in their adver- 
tisements they do not advertise that fact. The 
catalogue man differs to some extent from the retail 
dealer who will not buy any except the latest pattern 
goods and those he knows to be of good quality.” 

“We feel that the manufacturer can assist the deal- 
er in helping dispose of stoves and ranges by furnish- 
ing him attractive advertising matter and by the 
dealer putting the manufacturer in direct communica- 
tion with the consumer and let the manufacturer 
write the consumer a letter setting forth why it is 
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beSt to buy stoves and ranges through a local dealer 
instead of a catalogue house.” 

“The manufacturer could and would if the retailer 
would act on suggestions made to him. A few do, 
but the number is small. We enclose some literature 
which we have sent to our customers. Some have 
adopted our suggestions, but the° number who have 
done so has been extremely small. Perhaps a better 
way has been suggested to them, but we fear that in 
the majority of cases dealers are inclined to let things 
drift.” 

“If the retailer would assist the manufacturers 
something could be accomplished, but he will not.” 

“Since conditions vary so greatly it would be diffi- 
cult to suggest a remedy that could be generally 
applied.” 

“We haven't as yet found a way.” 

“We do not see how a manufacturer can assist a 
retailer in the matter of catalogue competition. This 
is a matter up to the dealer, to sell his goods and con- 
vince a customer of the better quality of his goods 
above catalogue-house goods.” 

“Yes, by concerted action and circularizing the 
consumers.” 

“By circulation of proper literature among his pat- 
rons, showing what’s what.” 

“Yes, by advertising the county and handling good 
goods.” 

“We do not think the manufacturer personally can 
accomplish much in assisting the retailer against 
mail-order competition, but by co-operation between 
the two something may be done. The better quality 
of the goods handled by the retailer as compared 
with those supplied by the catalogue houses must be 
brought home to the consumer, and also the fact that 
the local merchant can supply a cheap steel range at 
as low a price as the mail-order house can. This can 
be accomplished only by free advertising in the neigh- 
borhood of the local merchant.” 

“Yes, the manufacturers can assist the retailer to 
meet competition by selling to the retailer as cheap 
as they do to the jobber.” 

“Only by refusing to sell their product to the cata- 
logue houses, but some of these make their own 
goods.” 

“The manufacturer can assist the retailer in this 
matter by not selling catalogue houses.” 

“Helpful advertising in the retailer’s community 
will assist the latter to sell goods, but the goods must 
compete in price with the catalogue-house stuff.” 

“In some cases the manufacturer can assist the re- 
tailer in this matter, but in others it is impossible.” 

“The manufacturers can aid the retail dealers 
against the steel-range competitors considerably by 
putting advertising matter in their hands with a 
strong guarantee of the goods thev sell.” 

“The manufacturer can best assist the retailer in 
his fight against outside competition by enabling him: 
to meet catalogue-house prices with a _ superior 
article.” 

“The manufacturer can assist the retailer against 
catalogue-house competition, first by refusing to se!l 
catalogue houses and urging the dealer to talk quality 
as weil as price.” 
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“Don't think the retailer needs any assistance from 
the manufacturer to combat the catalogue houses. 
They seem to be doing that pretty effectively them- 
selves.” 

The Steel Range Peddler. 


While the steel range peddler has disappeared from 
some sections of the country, complaints are still oc- 
casionally heard from some retailers of his operations 
in other sections, and hence an expression of manufac- 
turers’ views was sought upon the question, “Can the 
manufacturer aid the retailer against the steel range 
peddler and how?” The following extracts from an- 
swers received to this question indicate the varied 
views of the manufacturers : 

“We do not think the manufacturer can aid the re- 
tailer in any way against the steel range peddler. This 
is a matter for individual action.” 

“It is only by the retailer’s co-operation with the 
manufacturer that the latter can be of any assistance 
to him in fighting the steel range peddler.” 

“It would be difficult to suggest a means of assist- 
ance that could be generally applied.” 

“We endeavor to educate the range users by adver- 
tising widely that we can sell for $45 what the peddler 
gets $69 in notes for, thus notifying the local dealers 
that there is profit in the $45 price. This has proven 
an effective campaign on condition that readers are 
found, but sad to relate, the majority of mankind do 
not read commercial advertising. We frequently hear 
where a peddler has gotten in his work.” 

“The only way the manufacturer can aid the retailer 
against the range peddler is to sell a peddler no goods 
or charge them a better price than the dealer pays, 
which would help keep the peddler out to a great ex- 
tent at least.”’ 

“The manufacturer can aid retailers against the steel 
range peddler nuisance by concerted action and cir- 
cularizing the consumers.” 

“We have not received any complaints within the 
past several months, or we might say for more than 
a year, of steel range peddlers, and believe this com- 
petition is gradually wearing itself out.” 

“We feel that manufacturers can be of little assist- 
ance to the dealer in this matter, for the reason that 
few retailers act on suggestions made to them by the 
‘manufacturer and in the majority of cases dealers are 
inclined to let things drift.” 

“The manufacturer can aid in this matter by the 
circulation of proper literature among the retailer's 
patrons, explaining the situation thoroughly. We have 
prepared and successfully used a set of circulars for 
this purpose.” 

“Yes, by posting the county and handling good 
goods.” 

“We think the only way in which assistance of any 
value can be given to the retailer is to let every house- 


‘keeper in his community know that the steel range 


peddler gets an excessive price, either in cash or in in- 
stallments, for a probably inferior range. The con- 
sumer should be encouraged in every way possible to 
compare goods and prices. The evil would no longer 
be compiained of if the consumer was educated to go 
to thé local hardware store when a peddler offered him 
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a range and see if he could not do better with the 
home merchant.” 

“Every retail merchant should advertise in his own 
community that he will meet anything in the shape of 
a steel range proposition made by a peddler, This 
would drive the peddler out, if done all along the line 
in the proper way.” . 

“The manufacturer can aid in this matter by making 
the prices low.” 

“We do not: see how the manufacturer can help at 
all.” 

“No, he cannot help.” 

“We have not heard from steel range peddlers of 
late years.” 

“The manufacturer can help against all steel range 
competitors by putting proper advertising matter in 
the retailer’s hand, with a strong guarantee of the 
goods.” ' 

“As far as we are concerned we have heard very 
little complaint from our customers regarding the steel 
range peddler.” 

“As to how the manufacturer may aid the retailer 
against the steel range peddler—he can do that by fur- 
nishing him cuts of ranges or circulars fully made up, 
and the retailer, as soon as he learns of a peddler in his 
neighborhood, should. have a list of all of the people 
who have been his customers or might be and send 
them the circular giving them the. price of a steel 
range, as the peddler always asks about twice as much 
as the dealer. can afford to take.” 


The Demand for Malleable Ranges. 


With regard to the subject of malleable ‘ranges an 
effort was made to ascertain whether or not there is 
a greater demand than formerly for the malleable 
goods. Extracts from manufacturers’ letters on this 
point are as follows: 


“We do not understand that there is an increasing 
demand for malleable ranges. Our observation is that 
the demand is decreasing in somie sections and increas- 
ing in other sections where they have not been known.” 

“The demand for malleable ranges is not on the in- 
crease.” 

“We do not find any increase in the demand.” 

“We do not know whether there has been an in- 
crease or not.” : 


“We do not manufacture malleable ranges and are 
unable to give an opinion upon the question of an in- 
crease in the demand for them.” 

“We are of the opinion that there is very little de- 
mand for malleable ranges now, as the public have 
learned from their own experience that a good gray 
iron top is more satisfactory than one of malleable iron, 
as it is much smoother, and there is very little danger 
of breakage. The gray iron top will not bend like the 


_malleable iron top will do.” 


“Regarding the demand for malleable ranges, we 
are not in a position to answer this.. We do not see any 
of them in our city and our traveling mén have no 
trouble in competing with the same.” 

“We are inclined to the belief that there is no in- 
crease in the demand for malleable ranges.” 

“We are told there is a greater demand than for- 
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merly for malleable rie but not in our territory.” 
(Western New York.) 

“We think there is an increasing demand for mal- 
leable ranges.” 

“We are much interested in this question, but in the 
absence of definite data are unable to determine 
whether the demand is increasing or not.” 

“We are unable to ascertain the nature of the pres- 
ent demand for malleable ranges and how it compares 
with the former demand.” 

“We do not think there is any greater demand than 
formerly.” 

“We think the demand for malleable ranges in some 
localities is falling off and the trade is traveling back 
to the better class of cast ranges.” 

“We are not in a position to determine the nature 
of the present demand for malleable ranges.” 

“The demand is no greater now than it formerly 
was for malleable ranges.” 

“We can find no evidence of an increased demand 
for malleable goods.” 

“We do not believe there is any greater demand for 
malleable ranges than formerly.” — 

“We hear but very little with reference to the mal- 
leable steel ranges, which leads us to believe that the 
demand at this time is not so great for this particular 
style of range as heretofore.” 

“As to whether there is a greater demand than for- 
merly for malleable steel.ranges, we think there is not. 
The most intelligent dealers say that there is no ad- 
vantage in having malleable castings over the gray 
iron.” 


To Improve Trade Conditions. 


In reply to the query, “In your opinion what should 
be done to improve present trade conditions in the steel 
range trade?” several manufacturers write that the 
best method of bringing about improved conditions 
would be to urge more attention to the quality of the 
goods placed in the dealers’ hands. Some of their re- 
plies follow: 

“We believe that close attention to the quality of the 
goods manufactured and a thoughtful style of adver- 
tising steel ranges, bringing their merits prominently 
before the public and the trade, will do much to im- 
prove conditions, though we have no kick coming at 
present as far as we are concerned.” 

“More attention to quality.” 

“In our opinion nothing can be done by the manu- 
facturer to improve the condition of the trade.” 

“We regret our inability to determine methods of 
improving trade conditions.” 

“We are at a loss to suggest anything practical.” 

“As far as we are concerned, we do not care‘to put 
forth any efforts to improve present trade conditions in 
the steel range line, for we much prefer to sell cast 
goods, which we feel in the long run will prove to be 
more satisfactory to the dealer and consumer as well.” 

“Our opinion is that steel ranges should be made 
of better material, and iron that would cost consider- 
ably more but would give in the long run better satis- 
faction to the buyer or consumer.” 

“We find that most of the dealers are after some- 
thing cheap, nothing but cheap all the time.” 
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“Keep a pluggin’.” 

“We have nothing to suggest and feel that we have 
good reason to feel satisfied with conditions as they 
are.” 

“We are too young at the business to pass an opin- 
ion, but think more_attention should generally be paid 
to quality.” 

“We do not think there is enough money in the busi- 
ness for the manufacturer, although dealers seem to 
make a reasonable profit.” : 

“We do not think the steel range trade needs assist- 
ance and with its good prospects we are fully satis- 
fied.” 

“Keep on plugging.” 

“We believe one thing that would improve the pres- 
ent trade conditions on the sale of ranges is to urge the 
dealers to discontinue the sale of the very cheap ones. 
The poor steel ranges hurt everything that is sold as 
a steel range, whether it is very much better or not.” 

“Don’t know that we have any suggestions to make 
as to how to improve present trade conditions.”

THE RETAIL SITUATION. 


In the retail stove trade the steel range of good con- 
struction has many friends. The consensus of opinion 
among the retailers who have written THe AMERICAN 
ARTISAN appears to be that only good steel ranges are 
profitable to handle and that quality in manufacture 
is most desirable. Some dealers prefer to handle both 
the cheaper and higher-priced ranges. 

The majority of replies received to inquiries re- 
garding the demand for malleable ranges indicates that 
they are not in as good demand as those of wrought 
steel. Locality appears to have considerable to do with 
the demand and in some sections malleable ranges ap- 
pear to have the call, while in others consumers _in- 
sist upon wrought steel. 

All of the retailers agree that. steel range peddlers 
are not so numerous as formerly and in fact the agri- 
cultural communities appear to have less and less use 
for peddlers as the years roll by. 

Most of the country merchants heard from complain 
that their steel range business is affected by cata- 
logue-house competition, but the indications are plain 
that this campetition is not as serious as it was and 
dealers are to be congratulated upon this fact. 


Mail Order Competition. 

The question, “How would you advise retailers to 
meet catalogue-house competition?’ received numer- 
ous and varied replies, from which the following are 
selected at random, as giving an indication of their 
general tenor: 

“By giving the customer the manufacturer’s and re- 
tailer’s guarantee.” 

“Stool pigeon a stove for the same price as the 
catalogue house offers.” 

“Sell a medium-priced range at a living profit.” 

“Carry complete assortments at medium prices.” 

“Secure the co-operation of the manufacturer and 
work with him to inform the consumer as to what’s 
what.” 

“T give it up.” 
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* Advertise and keep everlastingly at it.” 

‘Make your neighbors your friends and prove to 
them that you have equally good goods at less money 
than the catalogue houses charge, or better goods for 
the same money.” 

“Send a little catalogue of your own to your neigh- 
bors, to compete with the Chicago catalogues.” 

“Show up the poor quality of the material in the 
catalogue-house range and its cheap construction.” 

“Invite everybody in your community to give you a 
chance to meet catalogtfe-house prices and always con- 
vince them that you think it is easy to do so on the 
same grade of, goods, and they will be ahead the 
freight.” 

“Fight the devil with his own weapons. If the cata- 
logue house reaches the consumers through the mails, 
let the local dealer do the same.” 

“Leave off regarding the mail-order house as a bogey 
man and fight it as you would any other business com- 
petitor.” ' 

“Brighten up the store and make it an attractive 
place for the women of the neighborhood. Prove to 
them that you can furnish good goods as cheap as the 
catalogue house and they will save the freight, besides 
keeping their money at home.” 

“Educate your community by brisk business litera- 
ture freely and frequently circulated.” 

“Get your people familiar with your goods and 
prices by means of printer’s ink. Notify them when 
new goods appear and when you receive fresh stocks. 
Keep them posted on your prices and trim your win- 
dows attractively, so that they will know there is a 
hardware store handy and that they don’t have to send 
away for their steel ranges.” 


How Manufacturers Can Help. 

To the question, how the manufacturer can aid the 
retailer against outside competition, many retail mer- 
chants na‘urally answer, “By making good ranges 
cheaper.” Closer prices are desired by a large number 
of correspondents in the retail trade, but this is a 
very natural desire and one that pervades all trades. 

The general idea among the retailers seems to be 
that the manufacturer can help to fight mail-order 
competition by furnishing the dealer with a range 
equally as good as that offered by the catalogue house 
(which is not hard to do), to sell at the mail-order 
pr:ce and leaves the dealer a legitimate profit. 

Among the improvements that might be made in 
steel range construction, suggested by the retailers, 
a better quality of fireback linings seems to be most 
popular, as the great majority of dealers report that 
they find linings to be the repairs most in demand. 

It is curious to note that to the question, “What, if 
ary, faults are commonly found with steel ranges ?’’ 
the retailers who handle them are practically unani- 
mous ‘in saying, “There is no fault whatever to be 
fo-:nd with the high grade ranges.” 
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LETTERS FROM MANUFACTURERS. 





An Illinois manufacturer writes: 
“It does not occur to us that the prospects of the steel 
range trade for the coming year are any less bright than they 
have been; on the contrary it seems to us that there has 
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been a very decided increase in the popularity of steel ranges 
and we expect greater demands for them in 1908. 

“We do not think that the hardware merchants obtain 
large enough profits on stoves. The installment, or house 
furnishing stores who handle stoves, do obtain a reasonably 
good profit. 

“We do not think hardware jobbers are handling stoves: 
to any greater extent than heretofore. We notice that such 
stoves as they do handle are of a cheap or inferior grade, 
and they are interesting only to dealers whose capital is lim- 
ited, and who for one reason or another are almost cofn- 
pelled to give their account to the hardware jobber. 

“We do not think the manufacturer can be of any as- 
sistance at all to the retailer in the matter of catalogue 
house competition. There is a matter for individual action 
and a great deal of good can be done the dealers by discus- 
sions of this subject at their annual meetings. It is not a 
question of how to kill the catalogue house, because that 
cannot be done, it is simply a question of how best to meet 
the competition. In this connection we do not think it out 
of the way to say that the retail dealer does not seem to 
consider the fact that the catalogue house will purchase the 
lowest grade of goods, but in their advertisements they do not 
advertise that fact. The catalogue man differs to some ex- 
tent from the retail dealer who will not buy any except the 
latest pattern goods and those he knows to be of good quality. 

“It is common for stove manufacturers to have left over 
each year a greater or less number of stoves of a given pat- 
tern, which by reason of some slight changes have become 
obsolete. The stoves are just as good as they were the year 
oefore and are just as saleable in the retailer's hands. A 
salesman from the house goes to the dealer who has been 
handling this very same stove for perhaps some years. He 
offers him 10, 15 or 20 per cent discount in order that the 
house may get rid of the few stoves they have on hand. The 
dealer will not take them. He does not want to buy obsolete 
stoves. He will buy a new pattern, or he will buy a stove 
of some other manufacturer which is comparative with the 
obsolete stove that has been offered him, and he will pay a 
higher price for it, because with the manufacturer of whom 
he buys it it is not obsolete. 

“Now, if that same manufacturer should go to the cata- 
logue house man and say, ‘We have 500 of these stoves, we 
will make you such and such a price.’ The catalogue house 
man would not care whether they were obsolete or a pattern 
which was expected to run for ten years. The question he 
would ask himself is—What money can I make on them? 

“The retail dealer in our opinion loses many opportuni- 
ties to make money by buying stoves that are offered at a 
discount, simply because he has an antipathy for obsolete 
stock. 

“We do not think the manufacturer can aid the retailer 
in any way against the steel range peddler. This also is a 
matter for individual action. ‘ 

“We do not understand that there is an increasing de- 
mand for malleable ranges. Our observation is that the 
demand is decreasing in some sections and increasing in 
other sections where they have not been known.” 


Comstock-Castle Stove Co., Quincy, [ll., write : 


“In our opinion the prospects of the steel range trade 
for the coming years are very bright. Our orders at this 
particular season are quite a perceptible percentage over 
those which we held at the same time last year, and more 
are being received each day. 

“In our opinion jobbers are working into the handling 
of steel ranges to a greater extent each year, as we find our 
orders this year specify for larger quantities than was the 
case last year. 

“We are not in position to furnish any information on- 
profit being realized by the retailers, as nothing of this char- 
acter has been brought to our notice. 

“Neither have we received any complaints within the 
past several months, or we might say for more than a year, - 
of steel range peddlers, and believe this competition is grad- 
ually wearing itself out. 
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“We hear but very little with reference to the malleable 
steel ranges, which leads us to believe that the demand at 
this time is not so great for this particular style of range 
as heretofore.” 


Phillips & Buttorff Mfg. Co., Nashville, Tennessee, 
write: 


“It does not appear to us that there will be much steel 
range trade this fall. The buyers throughout the south have 
become unusually conservative and in most instances will 
order only such goods as they have an existing demand for. 

“We greatly deplore the custom of retailers in the sale 
of steel ranges from catalogue without reserving a profit 
for themselves, throwing away a great opportunity and 
establishing the custom of ordering ranges for an accommo- 
dation to their customers, claiming thereby to hold their 
trade on other lines: 

“We endeavor to educate the range users by advertis- 
ing widely that we can sell for $45.00 what the peddler gets 
$69.00 in notes for, thus notifying the local dealers that there 
is profit in the $45.00 price. This has proven an effective 
campaign on condition that readers, are found but sad to 
relate the majority of .mankind do not read commercial 
advertising. We frequently hear where a peddler has got- 
ten in his work.” 


An Indiana company writes: 


“As to the prospects of the steel range trade we think 
the steel range business will be better than ever before. It 
is a certain fact that this line has been increasing every 
year, and do not see why it should not increase more so every 
year. 

“Our idea is that the dealer is getting a sufficient profit 
out of the steel ranges; at least that is our knowledge, out 
of the experience we have had to that effect, and if this is 
not the case in some localities, there is no one to blame but 
the dealer himself. 

“Our experience is that the hardware jobbers are han- 
dling steel ranges to a quite increased extent. 

“We do not see how a manufacturer can assist a retailer 
in the matter of catalogue competition.. This is a matter 
up to the dealer to sell his goods, and convince a customer 
of the better quality of his goods above catalogue house 
goods. 

“The only way a manufacturer can aid the retailer 
against the range peddler is not to sell a peddler any goods 
or charge them a better price than the dealer pays, which 
would help keep the matter out to a great extent at least. 

“We do not manufacture malleable ranges, and are there- 
fore unable to give you our opinion on the same.” 


A Missouri manufacturer writes: 


“We think the prospects of the steel range trade for the 
coming year are fair. ; 

“Generally speaking we think retailers are obtaining suf- 
ficient profits. 

“The manufacturer could and would help against the 
catalogue houses if the retailer would act on suggestions 
made to him. A few do, but the number is small. We 
enclose some literature which we have sent to our custom- 
ers. Some have adopted our suggestions, but the number 
who have done so has been extremely small. Perhaps a 
better way has been suggested to them, but we fear that 
in the majority of cases dealers are inclined to let things 
drift. 

“For the same reason manufacturers can be of little 
assistance to the dealer in fighting the peddler evil. 

“We are inclined to the belief that there is not any more 
demand than formerly for malleable ranges. 

“We are at a loss to suggest anything practical in the 
way of improving trade conditions.” 


A Missouri company writes : 


“We regard the prospects of .the steel range trade for 
the coming season as very good. 
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“We are of the opinion that there is very little demand 
for malleable ranges now, as the public has learned from 
their own experience that a good gray iron top is more sat- 
isfactory than one of malleable iron, as it is much smoother, 
and there is very little danger wf breakage. The gray iron 
top will not bend like the malleable iron top will do.” 


An Ohio stove manufacturer writes: 


“We are not pushing the steel range business very hard, 
for the reason that the range we manufacture is a strictly 
high grade range, and we are therefore compelled to ask a 
somewhat higher price for it than most dealers are willing 
to pay, for the reason that they are seeking a cheaply made, 
jJow price steel range. We have every reason to believe that 
our sale of steel ranges for the coming year will be as good 
as it was during the past year. 

“We do not sell our stoves to jobbers, therefore do not 
know whether the trade is increasing or not.” 


G. H. Grimm of Rutland, Vermont, writes: 


“I am hardly in position to say anything in regard to 
steel ranges as I am figuring on going out of the business. 
I do not think that there is enough money in the business 
for the manufacturer, although dealers seem to make a rea- 
sonable profit.” 


The Lattimer-Williams Mfg. Co., Columbus, Ohio, 
writes : 


“We would say the prospects for the steel range trade 


the coming year seem to be most excellent, especially for 


the better grades. 

“Retailers have felt the sharp competition and should 
receive a larger profit than most of them do on steel ranges 
at present. 

“Hardware jobbers handle a great many cheap steel 
ranges and seem to pay more attention to price than to 
quality. 

“The manufacturer can assist the retailer in his fight 
against catalogue house competition, first by refusing to sell 
catalogue houses and urging the dealer to talk quality as 
well as price. 

“We do not believe there is any greater demand for 
malleable ranges than formerly. 

“We believe one thing that would improve the present 
trade conditions on the sale of ranges is to urge the dealers 
to discontinue the sale of the very cheap ones. The poor 
steel ranges hurt everything that is sold as a steel range, 
whether it is very much better or not.” 


King Stove & Range Co., Sheffield, Alabama, write: 

“Owing to the fact that our steel range department has 
not, as yet, been put into operation, it would not be consis- 
tent for us to endeavor to say anything about the manu- 
facture and handling of steel ranges, for our remarks would 
be merely suppositions and not facts gathered through ex- 
perience.” 


The Sheridan Stove Mfg. Co., Quincy, IIl., write: 

“We have good prospects of the steel range trade for the 
coming year and we find that the trade on steel ranges is in- 
creasing Over 100 per cent. 

“We believe that retailers are making a good profit on 
the same, in fact, we believe they are making more than the 
manufacturers. 

“Our experience with the hardware jobbers is that they 
will take more steel ranges this year than last. 

“The manufacturers can aid the retail dealers against the 
steel range competitors considerably, by putting advertising 
matter in their hands, with a strong guarantee of the goods 

“Regarding the demand for malleable ranges, we are not 
in a position to say much, as we do not see any of them, and 
our traveling men have no trouble in competing with the 
same. 

“Our opinion is that steel ranges should be made of bet- 
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ter material, and iron that would cost considerably more, but 
that would give in the long run better satisfaction to the 
buyer or consumer. We find that most of the dealers are 
after something cheap, nothing but cheap, all the time.” 


An Illinois company writes: 


“We regard the prospect of the steel range trade as very 
good, 

“In most cases retailers are obtaining satisfactory prof- 
its, but generally speaking we do not feel that they are, and 
in such cases we feel that there is no one to blame but the 
dealers themselves, for the reason that they do not put forth 
Proper efforts when trying to sell stoves and ranges. 

“We do not solicit jobbing trade, therefore we are not in 
position to say what jobbers are doing in steel ranges. 

“We feel that the manufacturer can assist the dealer in 
helping dispose of stoves and ranges by furnishing him at- 

_ tractive advertising matter, and by the dealer putting the 
manufacturer in direct communication with the consumer, 
and let the manufacturer write the consumer a letter setting 
forth why it is best to buy stoves and ranges through a local 
dealer instead of a catalogue house. 

“As far as we are concerned we have heard very little 
complaint from our customers regarding the steel range 
peddler. 

“We think the demand for malleable ranges in some lo- 
calities is falling off and that the trade is traveling back to 
the better class of cast ranges. 

“As far as we are concerned, we do not care to put 
forth any efforts to improve -present trade conditions in the 
steel range line, for we much prefer to sell cast goods, which 
we feel in the long run -will prove to be more satisfactory to 
the dealer and consumer as well.” 


An Indiana manufacturer writes: 


“We are pleased to say that we regard the prospects for 
the steel range trade for the coming year is fine. Retailers 
are by no means obtaining sufficient profit on these goods 
and should endeavor to make them pay better. 

“We do not believe that hardware jobbers are handling 
steel ranges to any greater extent than formerly. Our opin- 
ion is that the manufacturer can aid the retailer against all 
forms of outside competition by posting his surrounding 
country in a systematic manner and by supplying good goods, 
so that the community can do better by trading at home. 

“We think there is a greater demand than formerly for 
malleable ranges, though we are not prejudiced in their fa- 
vor. We have nothing new to suggest in the way of meet- 
ing present trade conditions.” 





A prominent Illinois manufacturer writes: 


“I think the prospects for #he coming year’s business in 
steel ranges are about. the same as last year. Retailers are 
making about as large a profit on steel ranges as on cast 
irons, and perhaps a little more. 

“There is not any great increase, in my opinion, in the 
extent to which hardware jobbers are handling steel ranges. 
The manufacturer can assist the retailer in the matter of cat- 
alogue-house competition if the retailer would assist the 
manufacturer. Something might then be accomplished, but it 
seems that the retailer, generally speaking, will not do any- 
thing of the kind. The same thing applies to the matter of 
the steel range peddler. 

“It is only by co-operation of the retailer with the man- 
ufacturer that anything can be accomplished in lessening such 
competition. 

“IT do not believe there is any increased demand for mal- 
leable ranges, and I know of nothing that can be done to 
meet present trade conditions in the steel range trade.” 


An Indiana company writes: 


“The outlook for business in steel ranges is good. The 
results obtained by the retailer are entirely contingent upon 
the ability of the individual merchant, which may be more or 
less affected by local conditions. 
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“We think hardware jobbers are handling steel ranges to 
a greater extent than formerly. In the matter of mail-order 
competition, since conditions in different localities vary so 
greatly it would be difficult to suggest a remedy that could be 
generally applied. 

“The same remark applies to the competition of the steel 
range peddler where it exists. 

“We believe that more attention should be paid to quality 
in the manufacture of steel ranges, and this, we think, would 
improve present trade conditions.” 


An Ohio stove manufacturer writes: 

“It is hard to tell what the coming year will bring forth. 
The steel range trade depends on the general conditions of 
the future. We do not know absolutely whether retailers 
are obtaining enough profit on steel ranges or not; some like 
the installment houses do, but ordinary retailers we are afraid 
do not. 

“Our experience is that hardware jobbers are handling 
ranges this year about the same as last. 

“By concerted action and circularizing the consumers, 
we think the manufacturer can assist the retailer against for- 
eign competition of all kinds.” 


A Western New York manufacturer writes: 

“We regard the prospects of steel range trade for 1907-8 
very hopefully. We think retailers are making satisfactory 
profits from steel ranges, especially those who handle our 
line. 

“In our opinion, the hardware jobbers are not handling 
steel ranges to any increased extent, though we may be mis- 
taken on this point. 

“We think the manufacturer can assist the retailer in the 
matter of mail-order competition and also against the steel- 
range peddler, by the circulation of proper literature among 
the retailers’ patrons, showing them what’s what. We have 
devised a plan of circulation which works well, and send you 
copies of the circulars which we use for this purpose. 

“We are told that there is a greater demand than for- 
merly for malleable ranges, but this is not so in our territory. 
The only thing we can suggest which can be done to im- 
prove present conditions in the steel range trade is to keep 
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a-pluggin’. 


A Wisconsin manufacturer writes: 

“Although we are much interested in the steel range 
question, we are somewhat new to the business of manufac- 
turing steel ranges, and hence are hardly in a position to say 
much about the subject. We regard the prospects of the 
trade, however, with much hopefulness.” 


An Illinois manufacturer writes : 

“We think the prospects of the steel “range trade are 
about the same as last year. We do nét know what profit re- 
tailers are obtaining on steel ranges. We think the manu- 
facturer can assist the retailer against outside competition by 
selling the retailer at a low price—in fact, selling to the re- 
tailer as cheap as they do to the jobber.” 


An Illinois manufacturer writes : 

“We think the prospect for steel range business in the 
coming year is fair. Some retailers are making enough 
profit on steel ranges, while others are not. In our opinion, 
hardware jobbers are handling steel ranges to a greater ex- 
tent than formerly. 

“Tt seems to us that the manufacturer can aid the retailer 
against catalogue-house competition only by refusing to sell 
to the catalogue houses, but a good many of the latter now 
make their own goods. We don’t see how the manufacturer 
can help the retailer against the steel range peddler. We 
have not noticed any greater demand than formerly for mal- 
leable ranges and are too young at the business to pass an 
opinion as to methods of improving conditions in the steel 
range trade.” 
















A New England manufacturer writes: 


“As far as New England is concerned, the prospects of 
the steel range trade for the coming year ave very poor. Very 
few steel ranges are sold in this market, and jobbers are not 
exhibiting any increased interest in them. In our opinion 
they are not fitted for this market. We make hotel ranges 
only in steel.” 


An Illinois manufacturer writes: 


“The prospects of the steel range trade are good. We 
do not know whether retailers are obtaining sufficient profit 
or not and are sure that hardware jobbers are not handling 
steel ranges to any increased extent. 

“In some cases the manufacturer can aid the retailer 
against mail-order houses, but in others he cannot. We have 
not heard from steel range peddlers for years. We notice 
no greater demand than formerly for malleable ranges and 
believe the steel range trade should keep on plugging.” 


A Wisconsin manufacturer writes: 


“Prospects are good for steel range business and we 
think the steel range peddler has been practically eliminated 
from the situation. If the steel range trade will keep up its 
campaign of education and make and sell reliable goods, we 
have no fear for the future. Jobbers are not handling steel 
ranges to any greater degree than formerly and there is no 
greater demand for malleable goods.” 


An Indiana manufacturer writes: 


“We regard prospects for the coming year as good, and 
believe as many steel ranges will be sold as were disposed of 
last year. 

“We think retailers are obtaining satisfactory profits on 
steel ranges, but cannot say whether jobbers are handling 
them to any greater extent. The manufacturer can, in our 
opinion, assist the retailer against outside competition by not 
selling his goods to catalogue houses. He cannot aid the 
retailer in any way against the steel range peddler. In our 
opinion there is nothing to be done to improve present con- 
ditions in the steel range trade. It does not need assist- 
ance.” 


The Baxter Stove Company, Mansfield, Ohio, write : 

“The steel range trade is increasing and will be larger 
this year than ever. 

“Don't know whether retailers are obtaining sufficient 
profit on steel ranges or not. Most of them are, we pre- 
sume. 

“Do not think that hardware jobbers are making much 
progress in handling steel ranges. It is only the smallest 
dealers that buy any of them. 

‘Don’t think the retailer needs any assistance from the 
manufacturer to combat the catalogue houses. They seem 
to be doing that pretty effectively themselves. 

“As to how the manufacturer may aid the retailer against 
the steel. range peddler—he can do that by furnishing him 
cuts of ranges or circulars fully made up and the retailer, as 
soon as he learns of a peddler in his neighborhood should 
have a list of all of the people who have been his customers 
or might be and send them the circular giving them the price 
of a steel range, as the peddler always asks about twice as 
much as the dealer can afford to take. 

“As to whether there is a greater demand than formerly 
for malleable steel ranges, we think there is not. The most 
intelligent dealers say that there is no advantage in having 
malleable castings over the gray: iron. 

“Don’t know that we have any suggestions to make as to 
how to improve present trade conditions.”

LETTERS FROM RETAIL MERCHANTS. 





A Dubuque, Iowa, merchant writes: 


“I am decidedly of the opinion that steel ranges are 
superior to cast ranges. I prefer to handle the good or me- 
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dium priced grades. I do not find malleable ranges in as 
good demand as those of wrought steel. To the inquiry 
whether steel range peddlers are as numerous as formerly, I 
can safely answer no. 

“Our steel range business is affected somewhat by the 
catalogue-house competition and in regard to this I think re- 
tailers should meet such competition by selling a medium- 
price range at a living profit. Manufacturers can aid the re- 
tailer in this direction by making good ranges cheap. 

“T find that the fire linings are the parts of steel ranges 
that give way soonest and are the repairs most in demand, but 


I would say that I know of no faults commonly found with 
good steel ranges. The fault-finders are those that never had 


” 


one. 





A well known Illinois merchant writes: 

“As far as I am concerned, I prefer to handle the steel 
ranges, and consider them superior to cast ranges. I also 
prefer the higher priced ranges, finding them in the long run 
most satisfactory in every way, both to myself and to my 
trade. 

“Malleable ranges are not in as good demand in our lo- 
cality as those of wrought steel. We are not bothered now 
as formerly by steel range peddlers, but to some extent we 
are affected in selling steel ranges by mail-order house com- 
petition. I think the retailer can best meet such competition 
by giving his customer the manufacturer’s and retailer’s guar- 
antee—such a guarantee as the catalogue house cannot and 
will not give. R 

“The manufacturer can aid the retailer by putting the 
same names and numbers on all his stoves as on those sold 
to the retailer; also by putting on the manufacturer’s name 
instead of the name of the catalogue house. 

“So far as suggesting any improvements in steel range 
construction is concerned, I would leave this to the manufac- 
turers, who, in my experience, are wide awake to their own 
own interests. In these days of keen competition improved 
construction from time to time is a natural development. 

“We find no fault found with the higher grade ranges 
The repairs most in demand are firebacks.” 


A Wisconsin merchant writes: 

“I do not regard steel ranges, generally speaking, as su- 
perior to cast ranges. Only the best ones will compare. For 
this reason, we prefer to handle only good ones every time. 
Malleable ranges are not in as good demand as those of 
wrought steel in our vicinity. We are not affected by steel 
range peddlers at present, but the business is hurt to quite an 
extent by catalogue-house competition. 

“We would advise retailers to stool-pigeon a stove for 
the same price as the catalogue house asks. The manufac- 
turer can help by furnishing us something equally as good as 
the catalogue house range, on which we can make a legiti- 
mate profit. 

“We would suggest a better quality of fire-box linings in 
steel range construction. Linings are the repairs most in de- 
mand for steel ranges.” 


An Indiana merchant writes: 


“Steel ranges, in our opinion, are superior to cast irons, 
and we handle both the cheaper and higher priced ranges. 
We find a good demand for malleable ranges; some people 
prefer them to wrought steel. Steel range peddlers are not 
as numerous as formerly, but we are up against the cata- 
logue-house competition. To meet it we can only advise 
retailers to carry complete assortments at all prices. 

“We find that the parts of the steel range that give out 
the quickest are the fireback linings, which is only natural, 
and we have little fault to find.” 


A Kansas merchant writes: 


“Some steel ranges, we think, are superior to cast ranges, 
but not all. The higher priced ranges are the best to handle, 
as they are more satisfactory to dealer and customer. 

“We find a good demand for malleable ranges in our 
part of the country; both kinds from reliable manufacturers. 
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give good satisfaction. It is all a question of quality of ma- 
terial and workmanship 

“Steel range peddlers do not bothér us much now, but we 
can’t say the same about the mail-order houses. Their com- 
petition is fierce, but when you ask me how I would advise 
retailers to meet such competition, I simply give it up I 
suppose the manufacturers could help us by making us closer 
prices.” 





- A prosperous Iowa merchant writes: 

“T find my steel range business very satisfactory and pre- 
fer steel to cast ranges, but then I make a point to handle 
only the higher priced goods. I believe this is the secret of 
success in the steel range business. A low-priced, inferior 
range only breeds trouble for the retailer. It is all right to 
have a few cheap ranges like the catalogue house goods to 
show your customers at the same price, but the best plan is to 
show him the cheap range, but sell him the range of better 


quality.” 





An Ohio manufacturer writes: 

“For my trade I prefer a medium priced steel range. I 
do not know that the average steel range, however, is more 
reliable than cast iron, but a lot of people have come to think 
that they must have a sfeel range, and it is more satisfactory 
to sell them a good one that will give satisfaction than to 
take chances on the cheaper grades. 

“Manufacturers can best help the retailer by putting qual- 
ity into their goods and making steel ranges that will give 
satisfaction.” 





A Western New York merchant writes: 

“T think that steel ranges have many advantages over 
‘cast ranges in this territory. Malleable ranges sell as well as 
wrought steel. The catalogue-house competition can best be 
fought by selling the better grade of steel ranges, that will 
give the consumer perfect satisfaction. 

“Where there is much catalogue-house competition, man- 
ufacturers should aid the retailer with favorable terms and 
enable him, if possible, to do business as the range peddler 
used to do, that is, by taking the notes of established farm- 
ers.” 





A Minnesota merchant writes: 
“Good steel ranges sell well in this territory to the bet- 
ter class of people, who use discernment in buying, and I 
consider them superior to cast ranges. The greatest satisfac- 
tion is obtained by selling the best grades of goods. It is 
more profitable in the end all around. 
“Manufacturers can aid the retailer by giving us the best 
goods possible for the price, uniting good material and good 
workmanship in their product.”

WAS IT ALUMINUM? 








An incident in Roman history, well authenticated, 
would seem to indicate that aluminum, instead of be- 
ing new, may be only another new discovery of an 
old process. 

It is related by Pliny that during the reign of the 
Emperor Tiberius, a certain worker in metals ap- 
peared at the palace, and showed a beautiful cup made 
of a brilliant white metal that shone like silver. In 
presenting it to the Emperor, the artificer purposely 
dropped it. The goblet was so bruised by the fall 
that it seemed hopelessly injured; but the workman 
took his hammer, and in the presence of the court 
speedily repaired the damage. It was evident that the 
metal was not silver, although almost as brilliant. 
It was more durable and much lighter. 

The Emperor, so runs the story, questioned the man, 
and learned that he had extracted the metal from an 
argillaceous earth—probably the clay known to mod- 
ern chemists as alumina. Tiberius then asked if any- 
one besides the worker knew of the process, and re- 
ceived the proud reply that the secret was known only 
to the speaker and to Jupiter. 

The answer was fatal. The Emperor had reflected 
that if it was possible to obtain such metal from so 
common a substance as clay, the value of gold and 
silver would be reduced, and he determined to avert 
such a catastrophe. He caused the workshops of the 
discoverer to be destroyed, and the luckless artificer 
himself to be decapitated, so that his secret might 
perish with him. 

It is possible that the cruelty of Tiberius deprived 
the world for centuries of the use of the valuable 
metal aluminum.—Sunday Magazine.

TOUGHENING METALS. 








In a novel method of toughening metals lately intro- 
duced the metal to be treated is placed in a closed re- 
tort with a small quantity of mercury, says the Lon- 
don Engineer: The retort is subjected to pressure, 
and as it is heated to a point below melting tempera- 
ture, a current of eletcricity is passed through the 
metal. Besides increased toughness, greater resistance 
to sea-water corrosion is imparted. The hardening is 
especially adapted for iron and steel, but is claimed to 
be useful for other metals.

The 
production of charcoal pig iron was 205,796 tons, 
against 225,285 tons, and of bituminous coal and coke 
pig iron, 12,514,014 tons, as compared with 11,702,492 
tons.

THE GEORGIA STOVE RATE CASE. 








The railroads in Georgia are pursuing the usual 
course and are appealing the stove rate decision to 
the Supreme Court of the United States. 

It was exactly two years ago that the railroad com- 
mission of Georgia issued circulars reducing the rate 
on stoves between certain points in Georgia, and the 
case has been in the courts ever since. Savannah 
shippers first sought to enjoin it in the superior court 
of Chatham county, on the ground that the new rate 
discriminated against that city, in favor of Atlanta. 
The petition was dismissed on appeal on the grounds 
of a lack of jurisdiction on the part of the Chatham 
superior court. In the meantime the number of cities 
to which the new rate was to apply was increased to 
include all the competitive points in the state. Ship- 
ments were tendered at the new rate by Atlanta ship- 
pers to the various roads, which refused to receive 
them, and a mandamus was sought in the superior 
court of the county to compel the roads to accept 
the new rate, in obedience to the orders of the com- 
mission. 

This petition for a mandamus was granted and then 
on a test case by the Southern Railroad an appeal was 
taken to the supreme court of the state. In the mean- 
time a temporary injunction restraining the enforce- 
ment of the new rates was granted in the federal court 
for this district. 

Justice Evans recently handed down the decision 
of the supreme court of the state, affirming the de- 
cision of the court below and in a clear and far-reach- 
ing manner upholding the right of a shipper to secure 
by mandamus the enforcement of the orders of the 
canstituted authorities in making a new rate effective. 
It also made clear the right of the commission to 
fix commodity rates to any given point, without mak- 
ing any general revision of rates at the same time. 

Justice Evans said: “The common carrier’s duty 
is to obey the reasonable regulations of the commis- 
sion ; and if the corporation fails to perform such duty 
it may by mandamus be compelled to do so.” 

The Southern road has now appealed the case to 
the supreme court of the United States, giving bond 
in the meantime to indemnify shippers against loss in 
the payment of the old and higher rate. 

This is another illustration of the willingness of the 
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railroads to obey the law. For two years this case 
has been dragging its length through the various 
courts of the state and now it goes to the highest 
tribunal in the land. In the meantime the shipper 
is required to pay the rate which the state railroad 
commission says is excessive. 

It is but one more evidence that the desire of the 
railroads to “obey the law” is a sham. They have 
been defeated at'every turn, and yet they exhaust 
every resource of the law before they obey the orders 
of the commission and the courts. 

And in the meantime the shipper and the consumer 
pay the penalty. —Atlanta, Ga., Journal.

TO STOP GAS TUBE FROM LEAKING. 

The ordinary woven tubing for connecting lights, 
stoves and heaters to the gas jets almost invariably 
leaks. The salesman wi!] claim that the gas soaks 
through the webbing and that the odor cannot be 
avoided except by buying expensive tubing—1Io to 15 
cents a foot. The fact is that the leak is at the junc- 
tion of the rubber tips with the webbing, as you can 
prove easily by wrapping the joints carefully with bi- 
cycle tape. Examine your tubing closely before buy- 
ing to make sure that it is not defective or broken at 
any point, and then wind the joints spirally and tightly 
with the tape, going over it twice in opposite direc- 
tions and continuing it at least 174 in. each way from 
the junction. It will be stiJl better, if you have any rim 
or tire cement, to smear the joint freely before wrap- 
ping. In this way a 5-cent tubing is made odorless.— 
Popular Mechanics. 
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The oldest tinner in Ilion, N. Y., reports a case 
in which roofing tin was placed on a brick house 
forty-two years ago and says that to-day the roof 
is in splendid condition and has not needed any re- 


pairs.

To draw a Straight Line Equal to a Given Arc, an 
Arc equal to a Given Straight Line, or an Arc of 
Different Curvature Equal to a Given Arc. 

Space the given arc, Figure 1, into 4 equal spaces 
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by the intermediate points 1, 2, 3. Draw AC tangent 
to the arc at A, and with A as center and radius A 1 
mark D (the chord of % the arc). Then with D as 
center and radius D B strike the arc B E, and A F 
will be the same length as A B. 

Or, if the straight line be given, space it into 4 
equal spaces, and with the first point of division D as 
center, strike the arc E B, and A B will equal A E. 

Also, let A B be the given arc, and A F an arc of 
unequal curvature. Space A B, as in the first proposi- 
tion, and set off D on the straight line tangent to both 
arcs at A, and with D as center and radius D B, draw 
the arc B to F. Then A F will equal A B. 


To develop, by the laiter proposition, the pattern 
for the envelope of a cone, the slant height and size 
of base being known. 

On any straight line, Fig. 2, set off the required 
slant height C D, and with D as center and radius 
C D, describe the indefinite are X X. Set off from C, 
on line A B, the radius of the desired base C to E, 
and with E as center describe the complete circle. 
Draw a radius E F perpendicular to A B and space 
the quarter circle into 4 equal spaces. Erect a per- 
pendicular at C which will be tangent to the circle 
and to the long arc at that point, and on it set off 
one of the 4 equal spaces of the quarter circle, marked 
o. With o as center and radius o F describe the arc 
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from F to the long arc at G. Then C G equals C F, 
or 14 the circumference of the base. 

Now span the dividers from C to G, and step this 
distance from G to H, and two steps from C to I, and 
connect H and I with D. Allow edges for lock and 
pattern is complete.

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ANTIQUE FINISH ON COPPER OR BRASS. 








Everyone who is at all observing has seen and ad- 
mired the various articles finished in antique copper or 
brass that are in nearly every office and store. It is 
one of the prettiest as well as the cheapest finishes 
known to the metal worker, and is used on hinges, gas- 
fixtures, transom lifters, trays, and the thousand and 
one articles in the hardware line. This finish is also 
known as “oxidized” work and is produced on both 
copper and brass in exactly the same way. 

Suppose you have a small piece of copper that you 
wish to finish in this way. First mix a strong solu- 
tion of potash or lye, using about two tablespoonfuls 
to a quart of hot water. 

Then put 5 cents’ worth of sulphuret of potash into 
two quarts of hot water. Also have a bucket of clean 
hot water handy. 

Now take the piece of copper and fasten a short 
piece of wire to it for a handle, and dip it into the lye, 
working it up and down to remove all grease and dirt. 














Then rinse in the bucket of hot water and dip into the 
sulphuret solution till it is a good, sharp black (brass 
is a grayish black), Then again rinse in the hot water 
and hang up to dry. When thoroughly dry, buff all 
over lightly on a soft cloth buffing wheel, and then buff 
through to the copper in spots. A little practice will 
enable one to buff a piece so that it will look as well 
as if done by an expert—E. V., Menominie, Wis., in 
Popular Mechanics.

HOW.TO PAINT IRON, ZINC, ETC. 





The best time for painting new iron is at the 
foundry as soon after casting, or being wrought or 
rolled, as possible, says The Master Painter. Paint 
it when a dry wind or warm sun will act upon it; do 
not paint it in the early morning or damp. evening. 
First see that the iron is thoroughly dry and free 
from rust, and then coat with red lead and linseed 
oil, a thin coat, just enough to penetrate the pores 
of the iron. The first coat must dry hard. Follow 
up with three other coats containing red or white 
lead in as great proportion as possible. 

To paint old iron, burn off all rust and scale, brush 
with turpentine or paraffin and proceed precisely as 
with new iron. 

For zinc, the first coat should consist of white lead, 
red lead and turpentine, tempered with varnish. Wash 
new rolled sheet zinc with a solution of a tablespoon- 
ful of hydrochloric or nitric acid to a gallon of water, 
or scratch the surface with No. 2 glass paper before 
painting. 

Treat galvanized iron the same as zinc, but do not 
use the acid preparation, nor scratch. Very smooth, 
bright tin plate must be first dulled or scratched and 
the first coat should be oilless.

TIN FOR FIRE PROTECTION. 








As tin is most largely used of the metals as a roof 
covering, we will study its fire protecting qualities. 
T'n possesses these qualities in a higher degree and 
more efficiently than any other material in general use 
for roofing purposes. It is nori-inflammable itself. I 
is very light, consequently does not need such a heavy 
construction. When laid on the roof it is practically 
one continuous sheet of metal covering it. The 
manner by which it is fastened to the sheathing 
boards allows the metal to expand, instead of crack- 
ing and falling off when the flames strike it. Large 
portions of the sheathing boards may be eaten away 
from under it by the fire, yet it will not fall in, nor 
allow the flames to break through. Burning embers 
may fall on it, but the only damage done will be to 
the paint. Flames from a burning’ building have been 
known to leap over a roof forty. feet wide covered 
with tin, and set fire to a roof adjoining covered with 
inflammable material. 

Tin within itself and when applied to the roof, no 
matter of what shape or construction, possesses the 
highest resisting qualities of any material ordinarily 
used for roof covering.—Insurance Engineering.

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Trade Report. 


HARDWARE. 

The condition of the hardware trade throughout 
the country is satisfactory for the season. Manufac- 
turers, jobbers and retailers all report a good volume 
of business considering the time of year. The trade 
outlook for remainder of the year is regarded as very 
favorable. As reports come in of the amount of busi- 
ness transacted during the first half of the year it is 
evident that 1907 will surely compete with the record- 
breaking year 1906, as far as sales of hardware are 
concerned. 


Prices are firmly held all along the line. Slight - 


advances are noted in shovels and spades and also in 
lawn mowers for next season, orders for which are 
now being placed. The advance on lawn mowers, 
however, appears to be confined to the cheaper grades 
of machines. 

Shipments are now secured from factories with 
little delay, except in some wire products. There is 
still some complaint of slowness in barb wire ship- 
ments, but the demand for wire has been unusually 
heavy, which in .part accounts for the delay. The 
supply of wire nails is improved, though shortages in 
common sizes are reported at times. 

, Conditions are reported good throughout the North- 
west, the weather during the month of July having 
been unusually favorable for crops, and there is a 
feeling of general satisfaction over the outlook which 
did not exist a month ago.

Matthew Addy & Company, Cincinnati, will say in their 
weekly report: 

“Perhaps the most significant feature of the situation is 
the remarkable keenness with which the market is being 
watched. While there has been very little doing here in the 
West, buyers have their eyes wide open ready to take advan- 
tage of any turn in the game. What activity has been dis- 
played has been mostly in the East where several good-sized 
sales of foundry grades for future delivery have been re- 
ported. Recent heavy sales of Bessemer in the valley have 
almost put that iron out of the market, and it is next to im- 
possible to find any for prompt shipment. On the other hand, 
Basic seems in good supply with no very great amount of 
inquiry. 

“Locally sales have been confined principally to small lots 
for spot shipmment, but the aggregate has been very satis- 
factory. This is true also of the Chicago and St. Louis dis- 
tricts. 

“The fact that the strike in the Lake Superior district 
has been brought to a close will naturally have its effect on 
the market. This was not as serious, however, as many pre- 
dicted it would!be, and it is thought that within a very short 
times ores will be moving as usual. 

“Northern furnaces are all very busy, their iron is mov- 
ing freely, and most of them are well sold up for the balance 
of the year. 

“In the South production is stilt behind, although every 
possible effort is being made to remedy this. Raw material 
is scarce, but it is expected that several new mines will’ be 
supplying ore in a few days. 

“There has been quite a little demand for spot high Sili- 
con iron, but it seems that there is very little of this grade 
available. 

“The coke market is very firm.” 





Rogers, Brown & Co., Cincinnati. will say in their 
weekly report: 

“The market for pig iron continues firm. There has 
been more inquiry during the week and business showed im- 
provement to some extent. Actual transactions have been 
confined to small lots, but there have been several large.in- 
quiries out and some business of good size pending. 

“The strike of ore laborers at the upper lake ports has 
spread and makes it extremely dull in that neighborhood, be- 
side cutting down the movement of ore to an amount which 
is estimated during July of about 2,500,000 tons. At the 
present time it is extremely hard to say when or what will 
be the outcome, and while furnaces will not suffer particu- 
larly during the summer or fall, if there is any continuance 
they will feel it very seriously next winter. 

“Pressure for shipments on existing orders continues 
without let up, and from this and other evidences it is be- 
lieved there is as small a stock of iron on consumers’ yards 
as there has been at any time this year. 

“There is a fair current demand for foundry coke and 
the market is without change. The production has been cut 
down seriously on account of the hot weather in the various 
fields. The better brands are well sold up for shipment dur- 
ing the entire year.”

THE CONSUMPTION OF NICKEL. 





During the last few years there has been a marked 
increase in the imports of nickel in ore and matte into 
the United States. In 1906 these imports were 15,156 
tons, containing approximately 18,500,000 pounds of 
metallic nickel, having an invoice value of $1,816,631 
and showing a substantial increase over previous 
years. The import duty on nickel in pigs, ingots, 
bars or sheets, or as an alloy, is 6 cents per pound; 
but ores and matte are free. The domestic exports 
last year consisted of 10,620,410 pounds of nickel, 
nickel oxide and matte, valued at $3,403,643, which 
is considerably more than was reported in either 1905 
or 1904. 

The production of nickel from domestic ores is 
small; hence the United States depends for its sup- 
plies chiefly upon Canada and New Caledonia. 

An attempt is being made to create favorable public 
opinion with regard to the use of nickel steel rails in 
place of the ordinary steel rails. Mr. Charles M. 
Schwab, when he was with the United States Steel 
Corporation, advised that plans be made to meet 
the needs which the railroads are now experiencing. 
He is of the opinion that the best rail material is a 
nickel, or’ some other alloy steel which will cost, 
roughly, about three times as much as Bessemer steel. 
Of course the experiments made recently with nickel 
steel rails by certain railroads have not been entirely 
satisfactory, but it is thought that eventually these 
costly rails will be considered to be the best by rea- 
son of the rapidly increasing traffic. 

It may be noted here that the largest use for nickel 
is in the manufacture of nickel and nickel-chromium 
steels, employed chiefly for armor plate. Armor plate 
contains from 3 to 5 per cent nickel. Other uses 
for nickel-steel include the manufacture of engine and 
other forgings, wire and cables, electrical apparatus, 
boiler and condenser tubes, communication tubes, am- 
munition hoists, turrets for battleships, gun shields 
and armor and for the Edison cobalt-nickel storage 
battery. 

Nickel-steel is extremely hard, has great tensile 
strength, combined with great ductilitv. and a very 
high limit of elasticity—-The Mining World.
